"gift of Ot)d'' or "living gift." Curiou- 
enough, the Reversal of the name or 
Dorothea was q>eedily accomplished 
and, thoo^ abai^t^ iacorrect, 
gained more prevalenee In the Westemt' 
world than Thsodora has ever 
achieved. 

The beautiful legeatf of St. Dorothea 
helped to give ber hatne widespread* 
fame. It is the story of tbe Oappade- 

cian maiden who sent the roses of Par^ 
adise by angelic bands as testimony of 
the joy sho was reaping. Dorothea be- 
came a patron saint In Gormany and 
England straightway- adopted belrnaiM 
because of Masslnger's powerful dra- 
ma.
